Local Band Finds New 


Sound In Old Songs 


By Melissa M. De Meo 


It’s not too often that a group of musicians in 
their teens and early 20s say they’re most in- 
fluenced by ’60s music, but The Purple Stars 
Sound does. 

Started a year ago by Mark Santangelo, 23, of 
Kirkland Drive, who uses the stage name Mark 
Patrick Page (‘‘because it’s easier to say”’), The 
Purple Stars Sound has a sound all its own. 

It comes from the band’s self-confessed love 
for music from another era—music by the likes 
of Jefferson Airplane, the Beatles, Pink Floyd. 

“The Beatles broke up in ’70. I was 6. Of 
course I wasn’t into these things then,” Page 
said. ‘““But it was a fascinating world.”’ 

Page says he prefers that music to ’80s songs 
because it hails from a simpler time. ‘‘The MTV 
scene is very commercialized,’ he said. ‘‘The 
establishment didn’t have time to capitaliz 

bands from the ’60s).’’ 

Page met Arthur-Russell Brooks, 18, of Lowell 
Street and Joe Bertolini (alias Joe Ward), 19, of 
Lowell, who used to live with his parents on 
Cross Street, through an ad in the paper. Page 
was trying to put a band together and of the 
musicians who answered his ad, Brooks and 
Ward, who had known each other since 10th 
grade, were the ones who stayed. 

Both share Page’s musical tastes. “‘It’s all I 
like,’”’ said Brooks, whose favorite band is the 
Moody Blues. “‘It’s the only kind of music I lis- 
ten to. I was never into ’80s songs. There are 
some ’80s songs that are just good, but not good 
enough to cover.”’ 

Page had a band before, and so did Brooks, 
who said his previous groups were ‘‘on and off 
with other people, and we weren’t all that 
good.”’ 

Page and Brooks do the singing and play lead 
and rhythm guitar. Ward is the bassist. Matt 
Persing of Summer Street is their drummer. 
And newcomers Celeste Sciolla, 17, of Ballard- 
vale and Shorey Walker, 17, of Kenilworth Street 
do backup singing. 

Persing, Sciolla and Walker are newcomers to 
the band. The Purple Stars Sound recently went 
through a personnel change: three musicians 
left the group and were replaced. The music has 
changed for the better, according to Page. ‘“‘It’s 
a lot tighter. These people that we have now are 
more on our wavelength,”’ he said. 

The group does a lot of harmonizing, and the 
voices of Sciolla and Walker give them greater 
flexibility to do that. The singers often take 
turns on verses and songs, so everyone gets a 
spotlight on his or her talents. Ward says his 
personal liking of the blues shows up in his play- 
ing. 

They all practice in the basement of Page’s 
house. His parents don’t mind, he said, because 
“things are starting to happen for us.”’ 

He’s planning on sending demo tapes to Relix 
magazine, which is dedicated to ’60s music, and 
Marty Balin, formerly of Jefferson Airplane. 
The Purple Stars Sound most recent gig was at 
Phillips Academy for an Oxfam America fund- 
raiser, and the band is constantly looking for 
engagements, whether live or on local media. 
‘‘We have so many things juggling at once,” he 
said. Any money the band makes gets split 
among the members, Page said. Hiring a sound 
man to do wiring at gigs these days costs $185

per engagement. Most of the members hold day- 
time jobs. Ward, for instance, is a bartender at 
Le Biftheque. Sciolla and Walker are seniors at 
Andover High School. 

They’re all guitar pickers or singers. Sciolla 
belongs to the high school’s choral group. 

The members say, despite its age, there’s still 
an appeal for the music they play. ‘““The groups 
that we’re emulating from the word ‘go’ could 
never play at weddings,” Page said. ‘“‘But I’ve 
heard R.E.M. reviewed as folk rock, and they’ve 
made it big.”’ 

And that’s exactly what The Purple Stars 
Sound wants to do—tmake it big. Page has no 
doubt that they will. ‘I don’t think (the band) 
will fall apart,’’ he said. 

“Can’t guarantee anything, but I’d love to 
try,’ Ward said. 

Page says the band wants to go to California, 
where there are more opportunities.’’ 

Both Brooks and Sciolla lived in the state as 
children; both would like to return. “ All I re- 
member is eating Count Dracula at a big table, 
but it seemis like a great place.”’ 

“If something happens, I would definitely stay 
with the band,” Sciolla said. 

They know it won’t be easy. ‘“‘Russ put it best 
when he said, ‘It probably wouldn’t work if we 
knew about the competition,’ Page said. 

What makes them unique is their style, Sciolla 
said. ‘‘I don’t think bands around here play the 
type of music we do,”’ she said. ‘“They’re mostly 
heavy metal. If we’re good enough, we’ll make 
* Mad 

Although most of the band’s repertoire consis- 
ts of covers, they have written more than two 
dozen original songs, a few of. which they try to 


incorporate in their gigs. They have titles like 
“Colors in the Sky”’ and ‘‘Loving You Forever.”’ 

‘“‘We’re not dark,”’ Page said. ‘‘We seriously 
believe in this thing—peace love and vibrations. 
It may sound strange. 

‘‘We’re a new band; we’re doing new music,”’ 
he added. As for the covers of songs already 
written, ‘kids are eager to hear good music. 
They may not have heard of bands like Quick- 
silver or Moby Grape or the Peanut Butter Con- 
spiracy, so it’s a first-time thing for a lot of 
them.” 

Most of the original tunes are Page’s. Brooks 
said he’s tried his hand at a few., but ‘‘they all 
came out sounding like ‘Louie, Louie.’’’ And he 
thinks his more recent songs are “really boring. 
For now I’m really happy playing the music I 
love.”’ 

The band is more than just your average, run- 
of-the-miil pop band. “‘We’re all articulate peo- 
ple. We all have something to say,” said the 1982 
Andover High graduate. 

And they love performing. ‘‘You get almost a 
power trip,’’ Ward said. 

‘On stage, I feel confident,” Brooks said. 

“I really like the feeling of live shows. Some 
people go into the studio and put together a re- 
cord,’’ Page said. ‘‘We trying to develop a good 
live sound first. The most important thing is that 
each time you play it, you should put something 
new into it, so it’s like a new song every time.” 

Performing live has its hazards too, “I find it 
easier to sing without a guitar,” Page said. ‘“‘No 
matter how good it is, one part of your mind is 
singing ‘Love is all around,’ and the other part is

P rofessor Co-edits Book Mark Chantland, an eighth grader at 


Dr. Ronald M. McCarthy, assistant pro- 
fessor of sociology at Merrimack College, 
co-edited and wrote several of the sections 
in the new book, ‘“‘Resistance, Politics and 
the American Struggle for Independence, 
1765-1775,”’ published by Lynne Rienner 
Publishers. Co-editors of the 600-page work 
are Dr. Walter H. Conser Jr. of the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina, Dr. David J. Tosca- 
no of the University of Virginia and Dr. 
Gene Sharp, president of the Albert 
Einstein Institution and program director 
of the program on nonviolent sanctions in 
conflict and defense at Harvard Universi- 
ty’s Center for International Affairs. 

Analyzing in detail the decade of resis- 
tance to British colonial rule leading to 
American independence, McCarthy and 
the editors demonstrate that deliberate and 
sophisticated use of nonviolent action, pro- 
tests, economic boycotts, political noncoo- 
peration and other methods, was crucial to 
the outcome of the independence 
movement. 

‘‘The book illustrates that the people in- 
volved in the independence movement 
from the time of the Stamp Act until the 
beginning of the Revolutionary War delib- 
erately avoided using violence whenever 
they could’’ McCarthy explains. ‘‘Today, 
we would call the demonstrations, econom- 
ic boycotts and political noncooperation 
they invented ‘nonviolent action,’ although, 
of course, they did not have any such term 
then. Many of the basic elements of inde- 
pendence and self-government grew during 
these years in close connection to the es- 
sentially nonviolent political struggle. The 
War of Independence changed the focus 
somewhat, but much of the groundwork of 
real indepenedence was there before 1775.”’ 

McCarthy holds a bachelor’s degree in 
political science from the University of 
Massachusetts at Boston and a master’s 
degree in sociology from Boston College. 
His dissertation for his doctorate in sociolo- 
gy, awarded by Brandeis University in 
1983, studied ‘“‘The Political Economy of

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Christmas Concert At South 


“ChristmasFolk,’’ an evening of folk 
music, carols and storytelling comreting 
the Christmas season, will be held Dec. 5 
at 7:30 p.m. at South Church in Andover. 

South Church Choir, Handbells and 
Brass Ensemble will participate and sto- 
rytellers will present Christmas folk tales 
from Russia, France and Scandanavia. 

The concept of ‘‘ChristmasFolk”” came 
to folksinger Ed Parker last year when 
the South Church Performing Arts Com- 
mittee asked him to organize the annual 
South Church Christmas concert. Having 
been involved with folk music for more 
than 20 years, he had collected a large 
repertory of Christmas songs from a vari- 
ety of folk traditions, but had never per- 
formed more than one or two every 
Christmas. As an illustrator of children’s 
literature, Parker is familiar with a num- 
ber of Christmas folk stories. Thus, the 
idea of combining the two folk traditions 
of music and story into a Christmas con- 
cert was born. 

As Parker explains, ‘‘when you look at 
the rich Christmas folk traditions in story 
and song from diverse cultures all over 
the world, you quickly realize that 
friends, family groups and whole commu- 
nities traditionally entertained each other 
during the Christmas season. Everyone 
shared in the stories and songs, a kind of 
gift to each other, a celebration of tradi- 
tions that brought them closer together. 
Today we don’t celebrate in these ways. 
Instead we rush through the season listen- 
ing to Christmas carols piped into depart- 
ment stores and watch the Smurfs tell 
Christmas stories on television. Last 
year’s “ChristmasFolk” concert broght 
friends and families togeter to sing carols

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and listen to Christmas stories. The reac- 
tion was very positive and we hope even 
more people will have the opportunity to 
come this year.”’ 

Parker has been involved with folk mu- 
sic since the 1960s, during what he calls 
“the great folk music scare.’ He was en- 
couraged by Keith Gould, his Andover 
High School music teacher, and was soon 
performing in local coffee houses with a 
friend, known as “The Carpet Baggers.” 
During his college years in Boston at the 
Massachusetts College of Art, Parker be- 
came involved in the thriving folk/coffee 
house scene performing at folk clubs, in- 
cluding The Odessy Club 47, in ‘and 
around Boston and at schools and colleges 
throughout New England. While pursuing 
a career as a successful freelance illus- 
trator, he has continued an active interest 
in folk music, organizing and performing 
in concerts for churches, schools and civ- 
ic organizations. 

Joining in “Christmas Folk” will be 
Sally Kidd. Of a traditional Spanish back- 
ground, she is fully bilingual and has sung 
in Spanish and English for more than 20 
years. Kidd has sung with “Up With Peo- 
ple” in Puerto Rico for four years and 
performed modern gospel and religious 
folk music for 12 years. She has recorded 
with several groups, performed with their 
brother and sister as a religious trio for 
Campus Crusade for Christ and has been 
part of several choirs in New England 
and Puerto Rico. Her work in recent 
years has concentrated on solo singing, 
mostly in churches. Her most recent work

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Use Of Computers At Early Childhood Center 


(Editor’s Note: Third in a series of arti- 
cles describing Andover’s computer educa- 
tion plan, written by Kenneth Kwajewski, 
computer education director.) 

The computer education plan approved 
by the town of Andover targeted the use of 
computer technology at all grade levels, 
including kindergarten and readiness. A 
goal at the first-grade level will be to teach 
students keyboarding skills in preparation 
for using the computer as a word proc- 
essor. This topic will be described in the 
next article. A precursor to the first-grade 
program is an awareness component 
taught at the Early Childhood Center. The 
curriculum at this level will begin to teach 
students about the computer keyboard and 
reinforce language arts and mathematics 
skills. The curriculum at ECC should ex- 
cite students to use the computer in later 
grade levels. 

The software chosen for this level was 
Sunburst’s ‘“‘Complete Kindergarten Cur- 
riculum,” an award-winning package that 
combines graphics, sound, music and the 
muppet characters in order to allow stu

mat. The titles of the programs are ‘Mu 
pets on Stage,”’ ‘‘Muppetvill’”’ and ‘‘Muppet 
Word Book.” The programs are effective 
for children of different levels and teachers 
may modify a program to customize activ- 
ities for an individual student. There are 
teacher guides that contain lesson sup- 
plemments, worksheets, gameboards and 
ideas for additional non-computer activ- 
ities to reinforce the curriculum. Dorie 
Bicknell, media specialist at ECC, has pre- 
pared individual teacher guides to facili- 
tate the use of this software in all the 
classrooms 

The Sunburst programs offer a balance 
of dicovery, drill and entertainment. 
‘‘Muppets on Stage”’ allows students to ex- 
plore the keyboard while learning about 
lower- and upper-case letters, numbers and 
other non-letter symbols, matching, sort- 
ing and counting. In ‘‘Muppetville,’’ stu- 
dents steer Kermit and his unicycle 
through a town, stopping at various build- 
ings to participate in activities that re- 
inforce pattern recognition, simple 
addition skills, identification and classifi- 
cation of shapes, musical tones, colors and 
numbers.

auditory discrimination. The most ad- 
vanced software program, ‘““Muppet Word 
Book,” has games that match pairs of low- 
er- and upper-case letters and others that 
form simple one-syllable words. It also in- 
cludes a simple word processor that allow 
students to type and print out four lines of 
text, each containing up to eight large size 
letters or symbols. These programs, along 
with other software packages, will be used 
throughout the year to fulfill the computer 
education goal for this level.

gress to the actual birth of Jesus, two selections are taken 
from the Gospels of Luke and Matthew. 

Advent hymns and carols which reflect the subject matter 
of The Word are interspersed between each reading. Many of 
the hymns have become traditionally associated with the 
season, but others are not as well known.

766 Report Recommends More Staffers 


By Frank Messina 


It was a slow process, but even- 
tually a few of the issues surround- 
ing the 766 special education study 
report were cleared up at the And- 
over School Committee meeting 
Tuesday night. 

After a year of research, the group 
of parents who compiled the 766 re- 
port recently presented their find- 
ings to the committee. Chief among 
the recommendations made were 
suggestions that several additional 
staff members be hired and an advo- 
cate be added to represent paren- 
t/student interests. 

Additionally, a small group of par- 
ents, some of whom participated in 
the report, last week sent a letter to 
committee members requesting con- 
sideration for an outside consultant 


to evaluate the Andover special edu- 
cation program. 

While carefully adopting the role 
of mediator between the parents and 
school administration, the school 
committee spelled out their position 
on these and other key points during 
a discussion that lasted almost 90 
minutes. 

Although committee members 
recognized the need for a liason be- 
tween parents and school teachers 
and officials, they rejected the idea 
of paying for a parent/student advo- 
cate. 

Parents spoke at the meeting in 
favor of the advocate’s role, one de- 
scribing it as a way to represent 
“the best interest of students who 


tem.” 

The advocate would also be a way 
to bridge the gap between special 
and regular education, parents said. 
An advocate would ideally work with 
teachers and parents to make sure 
the needs of both were being met. An 
advocate would also provide conti- 
nuity, getting to know the children 
and their needs over the years, an- 
other parent commented. 

However, ‘‘I don’t think it is the 
responsibility of the Andover system 
to fund an advocate to buck the sys- 
tem,” said committee Chairman Su- 
san Poore. 

Poore said she sympathized with 
parents who hesitated to follow the 
appeal outline set by the state, call- 
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Both Poore and special education 
administrator Mary French agreed 
that conflicts arise between parents 
and teachers/administrators, but “I 
think we need another kind of sound- 
ing board,” other than a school-paid 
advocate, French said. 

Committee member Donald Robb 
suggested that ‘‘we can all help out 
staff be more flexible. What I guess 
I’m sensing is that we need to be 
more consistent in our efforts. 

“For a lot of kids it’s as much a 
matter of when you're puzzled with 
some question, who’s the first per- 
son you're going to go to?” 

Parents who support hiring addi- 
tional staff have recognized it is un-

Assistant Principal Moves Up A Notch | 


Wilbur Hixon Wants To Increase Morale, Academic Excellence 


The 1,066 students at Andover High School 
have a new principal, and he wants to be avail- 
able to all of them. 

“T don’t want to fall into the trap that most 
principals fall into—spending a lot of time be- 
hind the desk writing letters, filling ‘out forms, 
holding meetings,”’ said Wilbur Hixon, who was 
named principal by a unanimous vote of the 
school committee last Wednesday. ‘‘I want to be 
visible.” 

Superintendent of Schools Kenneth Seifert 
nominated Hixon, assistant principal of the high 
school for 14 years to the principal’s post, va- 
cant since Mary Athey Jennings resigned at the 
end of last school year. 

“T wouldn’t say I was 100 percent surprised,” 
Hixon said about last Tuesday morning, when 
Seifert told him of the nomination. “It’s not so 
much the element of surprise as it is ‘Thank 
goodness this process is over. Now I have a 
chance to put some of my ideas into a work.’ ” 

Hixon applied for the post Aug. 6. He was in- 
terviewed first by a screeniNg committee of par- 
ents, faculty and administrators, then with 
Seifert, then with the school committee. 

The committee’s questions were the most 
grueling, Hixon said, because they were hypo- 
thetical. “This is my 29th year (in the school 
system). I couldn’t fool anybody, so many peo- 
ple on those committees know me. A stranger 
can be very philosophical; I had to be Will Hixon 
in my answers.” 

Apparently, Will Hixon impressed the admin- 
istration. “I think it was an extremely positive 
choice,”’ Seifert said. ‘‘He has the support of the 
faculty and a vision of where the school should 
go. The faculty supports him enthusiastically, 
which was clearly shown by the three-minute 
standing ovation he was given’’ at the special 
committee meeting last Wednesday when his 
appointment was announced. 

Susan Poore, school committee chairman, 
said Hixon is the right choice. He “‘is very well- 


respected. He is someone who knows the school

and knows the community,”’ said Poore, adding, 
‘There will be no ‘getting to know you’ period, 
which we very much wanted to avoid. I think he 
was head and shoulders above the rest.”’ 

Hixon came from six years of teaching and 
coaching experience in New Hampshire, whers 
he grew up and was educated (he received bach- 
elor’s and master’s degrees at Plymouth State 
College), to Andover High School in 1959. Al- 
though he was a little disappointed that the 
school was more interested in his skills as a bas- 
ketball coach than as a teacher, within a year he 
was made head of the history department. 

In February 1970 he resigned his department 
post and went back to regular teaching. ‘‘We 
were growing rapidly. I was coaching three 
sports (basketball, football and golf), besides 
being head of the department. It wasn’t fair to 
spread yourself too thin.” 

In 1973 Hixon became assistant principal, and 
he only stopped coaching basketball five years 


ago. He still misses the teaching. 

‘‘Anyone that makes the plunge into adminis- 
tration, the one thing they really feel doesn’t 
satisfy them—you really miss teaching. And I’m 
thankful to faculty members who occasionally 
invite me to teach their classes.” 

The direct contact with students in his teach- 
ing and coaching days helped him in his admin- 
istrative jobs, Hixon said. ‘It’s important to 
understand students outside the confines of the 
building.” 

Hixon was one of the few administrators in 
Massachusetts who also had a coaching role. 
That was just part of the reason he was recently 
inducted into the state’s Basketball Coaches 
Hall of Fame. 

As assistant principal, Hixon’s job was super- 
vising the school’s disciplinary codes. “‘It’s a 
difficult role,” he said. ‘‘No one likes discipline, 
but if you administer it fairly and with reason, 
they'll accept it.” 

Hixon said he’s received letters of support 
from past students and parents of students who 
have been called into his office for various of- 
fences. ‘“‘The decisions that have been made in 
this office may not have been popular at the 
time, but many sent cards and letters saying 
they hoped I’d get the job. And that’s reward- 
ing. 

Now that Hixon is one step higher, he has a 
number of plans. One priority is to ‘‘build on the 
morale that’s been very, very evident in school 
this year. I haven’t seen it this high in many 
years. It starts with the adults and spreads to 
the students.” 

He also wants to keep the attendance rate 
high. The rate for the past quarter was 98.1 
‘*That’s unheard of in any school in Massachu- 
setts,” he said. “I feel you can’t have excellence 
in education if they’re not here.” 

Hixon said he’s going to try to ‘‘put together a 
strong core curriculum with high minimum

One of the major reasons my wife 
and I decided to move to Andover a 
few years ago was the school sys- 
tem; we have a young family and 
believe strongly in public school edu- ’ 
cation. 

Yet, there is a drawback to living 
in a relatively affluent community; 
our children, in many respects, grow 
up in a rather homogeneous, unrea- 
listic environment. Except for what 
they learn second or third | hand, they 
have little, if any exposure to what 
life is like for middle Americans 
(not to mention the poor) or just how 
diverse in people and culture we 
really are. Fortunately, we live in a 
neighborhood of young families 
whose parents, for the most part, 
are rather unpretentious, share our 
concerns and try to instill a sense of 
perspective in their children. Try as 
we might to broaden their horizons 
however, there are obvious limits to 
what can be accomplished through 
discussions, books, television and 
the local schools, regardless of how 
good they might be. 

I, therefore, greeted the proposal 
for the collaborative school with en- 
thusiasm for it has the potential both 
to provide a quality education in the 
basics and to effectively open up 
much more of the world to our chil- 
dren. It’s important that they under- 
stand that most people do not live in 
single family neighborhoods with 
manicured lawns; however, it’s 
equally significant they understand 
that the world is very diverse and 
comprised of different peoples, 
ideas, languages, cultures and tradi- 
tions. 

On a more practical note, our chil- 
dren will exist in a world much dif- 
fernt than ours; increasingly, life in 
America is being affected by other 
cultures and other peoples. Fuel 
costs are dictated by events in the 
Mid-East. Interst rates fluctuate 
based on decisions made in Tokyo. 
What neighborhood does not have its 
share of foreign cars? And today you 
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Santa Claus, right, and other 
people in the holiday spirit gath- 
ered on and along Main Street 
last Sunday for the Andover Fire 
Department’s annual Christmas 
parade.

cannot purchase a TV, VCR or camera manufactured by an 
American-owned company. How many of these conditions 
existed 20 years ago? How much more will our lives be af- 
fected by other societies 20 years from now? The world con- 
tinues to change and our lives continue to be shaped by 
events, cultures and people we don’t fully understand. The 
collaborative school, it seems to me, has the potential to help 
our children more effectively comprehend, function and com- 
pete in an increasingly complex and diverse world. 

I’m not suggesting that the collaborative school is a pana- 
cea for all school ills or that it is void of problems that need to 
be addressed; in fact, I have some very definite questions 
about such issues as cost, curriculum, teacher selection and 
student selection, among others. Hoepefully, these questions 
will be answered satisfactorily and my son will enter the 
collaborative school first grade in 1990. On the other hand, if 
the responses are not adequate, I will choose not to send my 
child there. That’s what free choice is all about and this, 
after all, will be a totally voluntary school. 

Unfortunately, before all the facts are known some peple 
have already decided to oppose the school. Perhaps in at 
least one respect Andover is similar to other American cities 
and towns; according to comments heard around town and 
quotes in the newspaper, there are, apparently, some resi- 
dents whose attitudes are governed by such things as skin 
color, ethnic or cultural background and social class. Hope- 
fully, most residents will be more open-minded, wait until all 
the information is available and base their decision on more 
substantative factors.

standards.”’ In addition, a scheduling 
committee he’s been on since September 
is trying to increase the time students 
spend in the classroom 

We have been boxed into eight 40- 
minute periods for as long as I can re- 
member,’’ Hixon said. ‘‘We must have 
the flexibility certain teaching tech- 
niques require. Something as simple as 
a film—how do you introduce a film, 
show it and have a discussion in 40 min- 
utes?’”’ The new schedule won’t go into 
effect until next school year, and when it 
does, it won’t mean a longer school day, 
but maybe fewer periods meeting per 
day. 

“If, by the luck of the computer, you 
get a class that meets after lunch every 
day for 180 days, that’s a very different 
class than one that meets at 9 o’clock in 
the morning.”’ 

The good administrator, Hixon said, 
does two basic things. ‘‘You should pro- 
vide the staff and student body with the 
essentials to carry out the educational 
goals of the schoo—the curriculum, bud- 
get. And you should provide the atmo- 
sphere in which to carry out the goals— 
the morale, spirit and discipline. Once 
you have the essentials and the proper 
atmosphere, then you will be success- 
ful.”’ . 

Hixon said he’s grateful for all the en- 
couragement he received from col- 
leagues and friends. ‘The support 


generated from the community and 
from the staff was extremely gratifying 
to me as an individual. Whether I re- 
ceived the appointment or not, it was so 
important to me.”’

joined with Robert Webster in the 
acquisition and conversion of the 
Musgrove Building in Elm Square in 
1970. When the two people acquired 
that property, Post Office Avenue 
was still a dirt road, and the roof of 
the Musgrove remained in disrepair 
from a cavein during the winter. The 
building was completely renovated 
and has since been sold to another 
development firm. 

While there are no definite retail 
occupants lined up for the new loca- 
tion as yet, Stern said there has been 
considerable interest shown by what 
he calls, ‘‘well-known upscale retail- 
ers familiar with Andover.” He also 
indicated there would probably be a 
bank located there. 

He said the building potential is 
great due to the lack of retail space 
remaining in Andover and also the 
availability of significant parking. A 
large parking area fronts the Rail- 
road Street property. 

The building itself is part of what 
once was the Tyer Rubber Co. Tyer, 
at one time one of Andover’s prime 
industries, was acquired by Con- 
verse Rubber Co., which eventually 
consolidated its operations and 
closed the Andover plant. 

Some of the employees ‘acquired 
the addition and started the business 
carried out there at present. 

The overall main mill complex re- 
mained idle for years until the Coch- 
rane Company acquired and 
developed the Andover Commons 
apartment complex.

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Counterfeit Bill Turned Over 
To Secret Service Agents 


By Frank Messina 


A counterfeit $50 bill passed to a local 
bank last week will be turned over to the 
U.S. Secret Service, Andover police said 
Tuesday. 

The bogus bill, which was part of a de- 
posit made at Lawrence Savings Bank, 342 
N. Main St., by an Andover woman, is the 
first counterfeit money seen in town since 
ne summer, said Andover Lt. John Houli- 

an. 

“There is nothing to show that a bunch of 
fifties are flooding the town,” said Houli- 
han. 

Whether the phony bill is an isolated case 
or part of an area-wide pattern will be de- 
termined by the Secret Service, which has 
jurisdiction in counterfeit currency cases. 

The fake $50 bill received by Lawrence 
Savings was a high quality forgery, said 
Houlihan. 

The detective produced a newly-minted 
$20 and simultaneously rubbed the authen- 
tic legal tender and the counterfeit bill be- 
tween the thumb and forefinger of each 
hand. 

“IT can see where someone could have 
been fooled by it,’’ he said. 

Andover police do not suspect the woman 
who deposited the fake money “‘at the pre- 
sent time,’’ said Houlihan. However, police 
are still trying to contact her to find out 
where she got the counterfeit money.

A new teller who had only recently began 
working at Lawrence Savings was credited 
with spotting the counterfeit $50 bill. 

Corene Padova, branch manager of the 
bank said the teller, described only as a 
young man, had just received training on 
how to recognize counterfeit money when 
he came across a suspicious-looking $50 
bill. 

Alerted by small, tell-tale discrepancies, 
such as certain colored lines missing from 
the numerals on the bill, the teller brought 
the bill to his supervisors who confirmed 
his hunch. 

“There wasn’t much there to tell it was 
counterfeit,’ said Padova, “‘it’s really a 
very good fake bill.”’ 

Although it was the first counterfeit mon- 
ey she has seen at Lawrence Savings, Pa- 
dova said that phony money often begins to 
show up during the holiday season. 

‘People should know what to look for, 
especially at this time of year,”’ she said. 


Among the precautions holiday shoppers 
can use to determine if their change is the 
real thing is a rub test where the bill is 
rubbed on a sheet of white paper. Any sign 
of green on the paper means that the mon- 
ey is counterfeit, Padova said. 

Simply feeling the quality and thickness 
of the money in question is also effective.
